Crop Famine Threatened 


By Meteorological Ex- 


perts; Talk Of 


Spots 


WASHINGTON, D. C.— Abnor- 


mal weather prevailing throughout 
the country is but a foretaste of 
what may be expected during the 
remainder of this year, and for sev- 
eral years to come, according to 
data just made public by a Senate 
Committee, headed by Senator Mc- 
Nary, that has been studying crop 
insurance. 


This committee publishes testi- 


mony offered by meterological and 
astro-physical experts advocating 
in addition to crop insurance, the 
inauguration of an extensive sys- 
tem of grain storage by the gov- 
ernment, in anticipation of dimin- 
ishing yields. 


Some of these witnesses went as 


far as to predict that yearly crops 
would be smaller until 
19^G 
and 


1227, when there would be complete 
failure and famine, not only in the 
United States, but throughout the 
world. 
Forunately for the peace of mind 


of farmers and other citizens, ex- 
perts are not united in their direful 
forecasts. 
There are two schools 


of weather prophets, one taking the 
position that he freakish weather 
of this spring results from a con- 
fusion of traffic rules in tha 
air 


lanes, the other holding that sun 
spots are alone responsible. 


Among tiie latter are Dr. C. G. 


Abbott, astrophysical xpert of the 
Smithsonian Institute, who has been 
studying sun spots for nearly a 
quarter of a century. He says that 
the surfs heat has bean shrinking 
for three or four years, until the 
loss to the earth amounts to be- 
tween 3 and 4 per cent. 


Prof. Ellsworth Huntingdon, of 


Yale University, has worked out 
estimates that are emoted in the 
Senate 
Committee's 
statement 


showing that a decrease of sun 
heat, equalling 4 per cent, if main- 
tained for perhaps a hundred years, 
would bring a o-lacial period to the 
world.

Railways Co. proceeded to nail down 


the surrender made by the common coun- 
cil Monday night should be of interest 
to the taxpayers of Madison.

The street 
car company, however, did not propose 
to give the common council any such op- 
portunity with a prize like the cancella- 
tion of paving charges in its grasp. 


The city hall was particularly aggres- 


sive in getting early publication of the 
ordinance. Following the passage of the 
ordinance on Monday, there was an in- 
sistent demand from the city hall that 
The Capital Times, as the official city 
paper, print the measure on Wednesday. 


The ordinance provides that the com- 


pany has 30 days in v/hich to accept the 
ordinance. Although Mr: Schubring, the 
company's attorney, was quoted on Sat- 
urday as not having read the ordinance, 
the measure was accepted by the street 
car company Friday afternoon—the af- 
ternoon of the council meeting. 


When the council met Friday evening

Preus Has Acted! 


St. Paul 
Dispatch 
Says 
That 
Senator 


Should Not Enter Into A Political Bar- 
gain. 


(From St. Paul Dispatch) 


By the death of Knute Nelson a vacancy was 


created in the representation of Minnesota in 
the U. .S. senate, a vacancy, the filling of which 
the law of nation and state devolves u-pon the 
governor of Minnesota. It is the prerogative 
and the duty of Gov. Preus to select the citi- 
zen to' serve in the high and important capa- 
city of senator until the people of the state 
can exercise their sovereign right, at the next 
general election, to declare their choice. 


Circumstances add to the importance which 


always attaches to the office of senator of the 
United States. The situation makes additional- 
ly impressive the power which the law confers 
upon the governor. The manner in which the 
high authority will be exercised assumes a pub- 
lic concern •wholly new to Minnesota experi- 
ence. Too great stress cannot be laid upon the 
importance for the present 
and the conse- 


quences for the future of the method of 
the 


discharge of the duty facing Gov. Preus. 


There are two courses open: Gov. Preus may 


choose a man who, in his mature and intelligent 
judgment, will represent Minnesota in the sen- 
ate with ability, dignity and zeal, to the satis- 
faction of the people of the -state; or, he may 
confer the honor upon himself through a com- 
pact with Lieut. Gov. Collins, resigning the 
governor's seat to the latter with the under- 
standing that his own appointment as interim 
senator will follow. These are the alternative 
courses. 


The first is so absolutely right and the sec- 


ond is so positively wrong that it seems .incon- 
ceivable that Governor Preus could yield to the 
temptation of exercising for his own benefit 
and for the promotion of his own personal and 
political 
fortunes the extraordinary power 


conferred upon him by the law. Under that law 
he may proceed with a deal which will make 
Mr. Collins the governor and himself the sena- 
tor. Furtherance of selfish ambition is no viola- 
tion of statute law. But every article of the 
moral creed would be shattered by a proceed- 
ing which Minneiota people would regard as 
.the betrayal of public trust—as degrading a 
high authority, conferred for exercise in the 
best public interest, into the servant of self- 
interest. As the state undoubtedly will see it, 
an appointment by Governor Preus, with an 
eye sing-le to the public purpose, of a fully- 
qualified citizen, will ibe a patriotic discharge 
of duty; an appointment -by Mr. Collins, raised 
to the/ office of governor, will be a malodorous 
political deal, unworthy of both and resented 
by right-thinking people everywhere.
